Co-educntlon did 
not seem to work in those 
cava, for in 1878, the school 
went back to taking girl pupils 
only, but when the C.M.S, 
started up Falrlea Girls’ School 
in 1892, the girls left Bonham 
Road to the boys. 


In 1889, a new Diocesan 
Girls’ School was opened at 
Rose Villas, Bonham Road, by 
Miss Skipton ond her friend, 
Miss Rose Hawker. 

Miss Skipton was head- 
mistress for twenty-two years, 
and it was during her head- 
ship that the school moved to 
the site it now occupies in 
Kowloon, This move was made 
dn 1913, 

Miss Skipton - carried on 
until 1921 when Miss Ferguson 
fock over.

Betting 

In the space of a month, bet- 
ting on the main budget news 
has gone from a shilling off the

+ Industry,” 

What 15 certain, is that thera 
avill be tax concessions. totalling 
onything from £200,000,000 to 
£300,000,000, But how they 
will be apportioned between the 
various claimants remains one 

of those perennial mysteries that 
make the budget such an ¢cx- 
citing prospect. 

Disagreement on what ought 
to be done Is sharpest at expert 
level. (The ‘layman is inclined 
te be ftndulgent in wishful 
thinking and ratlonallse tha 
result.) So this week we have 
Slr Osear Hobson, one eminent 
cconomist, expressing horror at 
a plea by Sir Roy Harrod, an~ 
other eminent economist, for 
such o slashing cf -taxation as 
would unbalance the ordinary 
budget, “It indicates,” writes 
Sir. Oscar, ."that..he. has. no 
thought but to end unemploy- 
ment, at whatever co: and 
however temporarily; no belief 
in the doctrine to which I hold 
that slumps are caused by the 
booms which went before them, 
and that to set up a new boom 
is inevitably to sow the reeds of 
au new slump.” 

Except that booms are popu- 
lor dnd slumps are not, and 
ptople who have to approve 
budget proposals, if not those 
who design them, ore politicians 
to whom the maximisation of 
popularity is itself a pretty im- 
portant doctrine.
